Giving Reasons Why an Injunction Should 
Not Be Granted, and Why the 90- Cents 
Gas Ordinance Should Be Obeyed—The 
School Board Cases—A Ruling en Trans- 
ferring Stock—Court News and Netes. 


City Counsellor Bell fled a return in Judge 
Valliant’s court this morning to the applica- 
tion of the. Laclede Gas-Light Co. for 
a writ i of injanction against the 
city to prevent it or its officers 
from enforcing the Ordinanee fixing gas at 90 
cents per thousand feet. Mr. Bell, ) in 
showing cause why the injunction should not 
be granted, says that the city owns the streets 
and alleysand that the gas company organ- 
ized March 2, 1857, has authority to use the 
streets and alleys to lay its pipes and fixtures 
necessary to carry on its business. 
He claims the company first made 
use of its privileges in 1873, and has been a 
public servant ever since, selling gas; that at 
the date of its charter in 1857. and up to this 
day it is subject to be regulated by the State of 
Missouri as to the price to be charged and ex- 

,acted for gas. He claims that by the act of 
\the Legislature March 4, 1870, when the limits 
of the city were extended, the power to regu- 
late the price and quelity of gas within the 
‘limits was transferred to the city of St. Louis. 
He says St. Louis is # municipal corporation 
created in 1822 and in 1890the Municipal As- 
sembly and Mayor of St. Louis passed and 
signed an ordinance known as No. 15,482, 
placing the price of gas at90 cents per 1,000 
feet. He glaims theordinance is in every 
respect valid and effectual and that itis the 
public duty of the gas company to obey it, and 
further, thatthe purpose of the restraining 


order herein asked for is to permit the gas 
company to violate and disobey the ordinance 
and under’ cover of the protection of 
tbe court. .Closing Mr. Bell says there is 
nothing inthe charter of the Laclede Gas- 
Light Co., obtained in 1857, which precludes 
the State or city from regulating the pricé of 
gas furnished by the company to the 
people of St: Louis. This power 
is and wasone of the police powers of the 
Government, and no contract was in fact nor 
could in law be made by the State of Missouri 
or the city of St. Louis, or both, with the 
piainthf or any other corporation or person,in 
any way diminishing said power or controling 
the exercise of itin the future or contracting 
it away or agreeing not to exercise it or to 
exercise it at a certain and fixed rate 
or sum for a given number of years. All un- 
challenged ordinances and contracts, Mr. Bell 
says, set up in the gas company’s petition so 
far as they apply, if at all,to power of regula- 
tion, are und were absolutely invalid and of 
no force or effect and inoperative and void 
for want of power and capacity on the part of 
the city or State to adopt or enter into them.

LONDON, April 2%.—The triumphal tour of 
France, whieh President Carnot is now mak- 
ing, is one of the most powerful strokes of 
politicg! wisdom that could possibly have 
been conceived inthe mind of any politician 
desirous to perpetuate the French Republic, 
to which it may besaid itbas given anew 
leage of life. Everywhere the President, 
whose name recalls historical events ofa 
most stirring character, has been received 
with manifestations of admiration and 
demonstrations of devotion to the ex- 
isting administration which must convince 
the minority of malcontents, adventurers and 
intriguérs of the hopelessness oftheir at- 
tempts to overthrow the popular Government 
and re-establish the monarchy. The itinerary 
of M. Carnot’s tour has been admirably 
planned and faithfully carried out, while 
everything has opportunely. added itseif to 
the succession of preconceived events which 
eould tend toward the achievement of the 
object of thetrip. His visit to the house in 
which the great Napoleon was born, at 
Ajaccio, yesterday, is described as 
an intensely theatrical affair, wherein 
the visitor vied with his entertainers in mag- 
nifying the importance of the occasion and its 
effect as a shrewd political move may be ac- 
curately estimated by anyone acquainted with 
the volatility of the French provincial char- 
acter. Altogether the trip is the greatest 
triumph of the Carnot regime and its returns 
will be plainly apparent at the next elec- 


tions. 
CARNOT AT BASTIA. 


Paris, April 23.—The train on which Pres!- 
dent Carnot was traveling from Ajaccio, Cor- 
sica, was prevented from reaching Bastia on 
time by the deraliment ofthe train preceding 
it. AtOCorte, thirty-one miles southwest of 
Bagtia, President Carnot received the Munici- 
pal authorities. He made an address in which 
he congratulated them that the dissensions in 
Corsica had ended and that only a French 
party, united by ;patriotism, remained. The 
track was finally cleared, and when the Presi- 


dent reached Bastia he was welcomed by an 
immense crowd. An Italian naval squadron, 
which was lying inthe harbor, fred a salute 
ia honor of the President.

THE BUCKET-SHOP WAR. 


PROGRESS OF THE CONTEST IN CHICAGO— 
ITS LOCAL INFLUENCE. 


Great Increase in the Volume of St. Louis 
Trade an@ Unusual Activity of the Mar-

HE interest inthe con- 
flict. bétween the Chi- 


bucket-shops 
of the country is being 


tention throughout the 
country and is growing 
‘more bitter than ever 
in Chicago. From ac- 
counts received from 
Chicago it appears that 
ithere is more than one 
good chance of the boy- 
cott placed upon the 
quotations being re- 
moved by June 1. 
When the rule was en- 
jected suspending 
the issue of offi- 
cial quotations there 
was astrong minority of the members of the 
Board of Trade opposed to it, and these men 
are now beginning todemand that if after a 
fair trial the rule proves to be ineffective to 
ecure its object, it shall be abrogated. 
THE CHICAGO BUCKETSHOPS. 

It appears that scarcely a bucketshop in 
that city has gone out of business, although 
all are hampered to a «reater or less 
degree by the rule adopted. Quota- 
tions ofthe open board of trade are received, 
and these come directly from the Board of 
Trade, but considerable delay results 
at times, and the consequence is 
that when the market is moving 
rapidly, the Dbucket-shops refuse to trade on 
the posted quotations. They have been ric- 
timized more than once by members of the 
Board of Trade, who have sentorders based 
on the prices quoted on the floor and had 


them filled before the news of changes had 
reached the bucket-shops. The effect of this 
has been that the business ‘of all the bucket- 
shops has been hampered atthe time when it 
ordinarily would have been most active, and 
in this the Board of Trade bas 
won a_ victory. The opponents to the 
rule declare thatthis victory is gained at the 
expense of Ohicago, and that instead of tne 
business of the Boaraof Trade increasing us 
thatof the bucket-shops diminishes, the loss 
sustained by the former is far greater than 
that to which the latter are subjected. 
CITY ORDERS, 

it is alleged, have increased considerably, but 
there has been a great diminution in the for- 
eign business owing to the fact that the coun- 
try customers have been deprived of the offi- 
cial quotations, on which they formerly based 
their transactions. A large majority of 
those who before the enactimernt of 
the rule dealt with Chicago have now 
transferred their custom to St. Louls. What 
Chicago has lost this city bas gained, and 
since the suspension of the official quotations 
the St. Louis market bas been more active 
than forseveral years. The removal of the 
Chicago quotations from the board is believed 
by many, probably by a majority, of the pit 
traders to be a great benefittothiscity. For- 
merly there existed a tendency to slavishly 
follow the Chicago market, the result being 
that St. Louis did not take the position in 
the country to which its im por- 
tance as a grain certter fairly entitied it. 
Since it has beenjdealing onfits own responsi- 
bility, trading has been far more active, and 
instead of taking its tone from Chicago this 
city has frequently given the cue to the entire 
country. 

THE FACT WAS STRONGLY EMPHASIZED 
yesterday when the Chicago market opened 
lowand dull, but when the nows was re- 
ceived from St. Louls at once took a sharp, 
upward turn. Formerly this would have 
been regarded as a remarkable occurrence, 
but now it is considered as an every-day 
matter. The St. Louis quotations have 
been largely substituted for those of 
Chicago throughout the West, and the de- 
mand forthem is steadily growing. In Chi- 
cago great bitterness is expressed toward the 
New York brokers, from whom assistance was 
expected in the war upon the bucketshops, 
instead uf giving which itis alleged that New 
York has made every effort to supplant Chi- 
cago. No difficulty at all is experienced by 
the local bucketshbops in securing quotations 
from the Chicago Board of Trade, the serwice 
being said to be better than that pre- 
viously furnished. It 
the Board of Directors will shortly make an 
appeal for aid tothe exchanges of the coun- 
try, asking them to adopt the same rules in 
reference to quotations asthoseof the Ohi- 
cago Board of Trade.

THOUGHT OF THEM. 


Why Grassmuck Was Taken Off the Com- 
Mittee en Public Imprevements—Demo- 
cratic Dissatisf A Peculiar Bill 
Growing Out of the Extension of Time

AS was predicted sometime ago Delegate 
Grassmuck has been relieved of the Chair- 
manship* of the Public Improvements Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates and given 
the Chairmanship of the Commitee on Rail- 
roads in exchange. Speaker Alt an- 
nounced his committees at the 
session of the House last evening and 
as the Republican members had been con- 
sulted by the Speaker in making up his slate 
they werein no way surprised when Mr. 
Grassmuck’s name was not included in the 
list for the Improyements Committee. Grass- 
muck madea record during the last session 
for his hostility to all bills emenating from 
the Board of Public Improvements 
providing for the reconstruction 
of streets with granite. Hecontrolied a ma- 
jority of the committee and througn this in- 
fluence, pigeuvn-holed some twenty-five or 
thirty reconstruction bilis. The Board of 
Public Improvements did not approve of this 
nor did the granite contractors. 

When Delegate Hilgeman an- 
nounced 4 few weeks ago that 
he would ask not to reappointed 
on the Railroad Committee, it became a set- 
tied fact that Speaker Alt would give the 
place to Grassbmuck to get him off the Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements. The speaker 
declates, however, that no person spoke to 
him or influenced him in any way concerning 
Grassmuck and the Committee on Public Im- 
provements. 

Delegate Sam Myerson, who atarted out asa 
leader in the last session, bas taken a ratber 
ingiorious tumble. From Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee he has dropped 
to a place on tne Fire Department Com mittee. 
He is succeeded by Delegate Bogard, while 
Mr. Weinel takes Grassmuck’s place atthe 
head of the Committee on Public Improve. 
ments. ‘ 

Delegates Stone and Mohan, who held 
places on the Ways and Means and Kallroad 
Committees respectively in the last organiza- 
tion, have been somewhat roughly handled In 
the new. Mr. Stone takes a placeon the 
Committee of Elections and egistration, 
which never meets, and Mr. Mohan takes the 
tail end of the Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Monahan, one of the oldest members in 
the House, refused, as he did last year, to 
take the assignments given .him by Speaker 
Alt. He was given places on the Committees 
on Public Accounts and Legislation, which 
never meet, and declined, with much empha- 
sis, to serve on either.

When 
O'Day resigned the Vice-Presidency of the 
Frisco it was generally thought that 
the prestige which he secured from that con- 
nection was gone froin him forever, but if the 
plans carry, which are now being arranged in 
this city by capitalists, O’ Day will again come 
prominently to the front asa railroad man- 
ager. 

For several days past John D, Folson of Fa- 
yette,a member of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee and a rich man, Robert Williams, 
a banker, also of Fayette; Jerry 
Dorsey, a Columbia capitalist; James Waugh, 
a Columbia banker; Dr. Curd of Fulton, Mr. 
Greyburst, also of Fulton; J. K. T. Hayward 
of St. Louis, John O’Day of St. Louis and 
others, have been holding executive confer- 
ences atthe Southern Hotel. The Post-DIs- 
-PATCH learned the object of these conferences. 
The Cleveland, St. Louis & Kansas City Road, 
better known as ‘‘The County Seat Road,’’ is 
to be built, and John O’Day is to be put in 
control. The men who have attended the 
eonferences are determined to havwethe road 
constructed, even ifthey have to put up all 
the money themselves. This they are fully 
able to do, but they desire to 
interest Eastern capital if possible, and also 
to secure subscriptions to stock from capital- 
ists all along the route. This, it is under- 
stood, John O’Day has undertaken to do 
“or them on an agreement that 
he is to be made Manager. At pres- 
ent a New York broker has charge of 
the financial management of the corporation 
and the prime movers inthe scheme to build 
the road are anxious to freeze him out to make 
a place for O’ Day. 

HOW THE SCHEME STARTED. 

In order that the present situation may be 
fully understood it is necessary that the bis- 
tory of the corporation should ~»be 
known. Several years ago, several 


Missour! capitalists, including Robert 
Williams and John 8. Tolson conceived the 
plan of constructing an air line from St. Louis 
to Kansas City and to bave it touch the 
county seats of all counties through which it 
passed. The plan met with favor from all to 
whom it was broached and a corporation was 
organized under the name of the St. Louis & 
Kansas City Short Line. Asthe road passed 
through st. Oharles, Warrenton, Danville 
Fulton, Columbia and Fayette, it was 
and ig still called ‘‘The 
County Seat Road,’’ although its corporate 
mame has been changed several times since 
the company’s organization, itis at present 
the Cleveland, St. Louis & Kaneas City Rail- 
way. The way in which it happened to get its 
last name was through capitalists in Cleve- 
land, O., becoming interested in ite construc- 
tion, and contemplating at some future day 
to make connections withthe East through 
Cleveland. <Alltyat has ever been done to- 
ward the building of the road was 
tne placing of about $1,500,000 worth 
of bonds and the grading of about 
twenty-four miles of the route, and laying of 
ties and rails on about thirteen miles. For 
some time past the scheme to build the road 
has been dormant and the gentlemen who 
have been attending the ‘conferences at the 
Southern during the past few days had be- 
come heartily disgusted with the situation 
and proposed to arouse the corporation 
rom its state of coma and do what they 
started outto accomplish. They have taken 
O’ Day into the scheme and the way in which 
they propose to proceed can be somewhat ac- 
curately outlined notwithstanding the fact 
that the plans have not as yet been fully 
matured. 
HOW THEY WILL PROCEED. 

On May 10 the road is to besoid from the 
Court-house steps of St. Charles to satisfy a 
judgment obtained against the company by 
contractors who have perforined what work 
bas been already done, The gentlemen who 
nave been attending the conferences at the 
Southern and whose names are given above 
will buy it in, asyudicate willbe formed.

O’Day’s defeat and resignation, bas 
hardly grown a stale subject of 
discussion before O’Day comes to the 
front managing a scheme which 
will conflict to an extent with the Frisco’s 
interests, if carried out, is significant, some 
think, that he proposes to make it warm for 
bis old associates if it ia in his power to do so. 
It has been stated by some politicians that 
O’Day’s railroad prestige has for years 
obtained for him whatever 
litical influence he could 
and vice versa. When he was defeated in iis 
fight with Morrill of the ’Frisco and resigned 
his position it was predicted that before very 
long he would find himself shorn of what- 
ever political power he possessed. Maybe he 
thought so himself and was determined to 
disappoint his enemies. Be that as _ it 
may it will be conceded that if the new 
**‘County Seat Road’’ is built by Missouri 
capitalists principally and O’Day placed at 
its head he will be ina much better position 
to hoid political power than he ever was as 
manager of the ’ Frisco. 

MAY CHANGE LEGISLATION. 

One who ie well posted in State and railroad 
affairs said to-day in discussing the probable 
construction of the ‘‘County Seat Road’’ that 
it would very likely result in a revolution in 
railroad legislation in Missouri, if the road 

built. The fact that wealthy 
“~fiuential men alop the route 
*in the road would, he said, 
“in an attemptto have the 
Legisiatur. tseession enact such a 
law as woula fotection to original in- 
vestors. As itis dow, under the laws of Mis- 
souri a first mortgage holder can foreclose if 
the interest is not paid, then reor- 
ganize the company and completely 
freeze out anyand all others who are inter- 
ested inthe road. In New England there are 
laws which give a second ora third mortgave 
holders theright to pay tbe intereston the 
other mortgages and run the road 
themselves. If the new road is 
built there will very probably 
be a strong effort made to have the next Leg- 
islature enact a similar law fov this State and 
thereby prevent any such freezing-out process 
as has been employed in the past. 

The eentlemen who have been attending the 
conferences’ at the Southern with a 
view to deciding upon such plans as 
would enable them to complete 
the Cleveland, St. Louis & Kansas 
City road, have been very secretive about 
their purchase, but notwithstanding the se- 
erecy preserved the news of their presence 
and object in the _ city has reached 
railroad circles and created an 
unusual stir. That business is 
meantthereisno question, and if itis made 
evident that acieartitie can be obtained by 
purchasing the road when it issold at St. 
Charles to satisfy unpaid judgments, the 
purchase will undoubtedly be mude by 
the gentlemen named and a syndicate 
organized by them for the road’s completion. 
Theroad isto be atrunk line, and it is the 
intention of the projectors to make it one of 
the smoothest running and best é¢quipped 
yoads in the West.

THE HOMEOPATHISTS. 


OFFICERS FLFCTED FOR THE COMING YEAR 
AND BUSINESS TRANSACTED.- 


A Very Interesting Discussion on Hypnotism 


With Records of Some Remarkable Cures ' 


Kffected by It—A Keasonable Explan- 
ation of Faith and Shrine Cures—Char- 
latanism Exposed. 


The members of the Missouri Inetitute of 
Homeopothy resumed their deliberations 
this morning atthe Lindell Hotel, Dr. M. T. 
Runnels of Kansas City presiding. The first 
business was the reading of the report of the 
Committee on the President’s address. This 
report recommended the giving of all possible 
publicity to the address, 

The new constitution and by-laws were 
adopted anda committee was appointed to 
take steps towards securing the incorpora- 
tion of the institute. 

Dr. W. E. Green of Little Rock, President 
of the Southern Homeopathic Society, 
gave an interesting account of the condition 
of the society, and Dr. O. 8.

tation to attend the next annual meeting at | 


Waukeshaw. 

Dr. Comstock of 8t. Louis read a paper on 
gnecology prepared by Dr. Edward T. Blake 
of London, England, and also a paper on 
endometrities, prepared by himself. In the 
discussion which followed, Drs. A. L. Mon- 
roe of Louisville, Clarke of Indianapolis, J. 
C. Williamson of Springfield, Mo., A. C. 
Jones of Holden, Mo., and W. T. Hallof St. 
Joseph took part. 

Dr. Joshua Thorn of Kansas City read a 
paper on hypnotism. He said the word was 
simply a new name of what had been known 
to the world for the last eighty years as mes- 
merism and it included all phenomena con- 
nected with the nervous system in psychic 
condition. He would tell them what he had 
seen and done, but he could not beginto ex- 
plain the causes.

The history of hypnotism was the psycho- 
logical history of mankind, and embraced the 
mysteries of the ancient temples, all cases of 
proved witchcraft and so-called animal mag- 
netism, orlental dervishism, and modern 
faith curing, mind rearing, clairvoyance and 
spiritualism. The force was us old as 
lite itself and as hard to com- 

rehend. For more than forty years 

6 had been studying ‘the question 
and would give a few typical cases of his ex- 
perience with hypnotism asa curative agent, 
although he was as ignorantof the causes 
which produced the cures as he was of life 
itself.

If 
his knee was touched the moat violent par- 
oxysms were the result, and the wound could 
not be dressed. On the fourth day he (the 
doctor) put the patient to sleep,several pleces 
of damaged bone were removed, and on his 
recovery he said he had had no pain what- 
ever. 

In the fourth case a domestic servant in 
Kansas City was suffering from a complicated 
disorder, and was so hysterical that it was tm- 
possible to treat her.

He was able to stand on his lame leg 
and raise the well one, and there wus nothing 
whatever the matter with the young man 
when he walked awiuy. 

ALCOHOLISM CURED. 

In the sixth case a prominent lawyer of 
Kansas City consulted the «doctor for insom- 
bia, the result of alcoholism. He was re- 
garded asa physical and moral wreck. For 
months be had been unable to sleep, and even 
opium and chloral failed to have any effect 
upon him except when taken in dunger- 
ously poisonous doses. Ordinary reme-

Dr. Nall; ‘‘Whatia the connection between 
anesthetics and hypnotism?’’

A Floor Gives Way, Precipitating the Men 
Into a Cellar— Destructive Fire at 
Rochester, N. Y¥.— Big Blaze at 
Tonawanda, N. ¥.—Thirty-Three Build- 
ings Destroyed in Greenwood, Diiss.— 
Barn and Horses Burned, 


CHICAGO, Ill., April 23.—Five firemen were 
_ plunged through the floor of a burning build- 
ing at 845 Illinols street early this morning 
and three were badly hurt. The fire started 
jus? before 3 o’clock in Edward Bagley’s sa- 
loon, and before the department arrived the 
- first floor and the woodwork were in flames. 
Headed by Uapt. Oscar Weisner, the pipemen 
of Engine Co. No, 42 rushed intoj the 
second story and directed thelr streams 
on the flames. Scarcely had they got 
to work when the floor gave way and the five 
firemen were piled amid blazing timbers in 
the basement. It didnot seem possible that 
they could escape alive, but instantly six 
streams of water were turned into the debris 
and the work of rescue began. As soon as 
the flames were beaten back the imprisoned 
men were dragged into the street. Oapt. 
Weisner was severely burned about the head 
and neck end Pipeman Charlies Heine burned 
about the hip. Wm. Callagban was insensibie 
from a blow on the head and itis thought iIn- 
ternally injured. The other two escaped with 
but slight injuries. 


Rochester’s Big Binaze, 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 25.—John G. Wag- 
ner’s five-story block, Nos. 73 to 79 South 8c. 
Paul street, were destroyed by fire carly this 
morning. Loss on building,$50,000. Weaver, 


Thomas & Kirk, fine shoe manufacturers, 
occupied the entire five floors in the south 
end of the block. The entire stock offinished 
goods and material and machinery was valued 
at $80,000. The company hold insurance of 
$40,000, and $17,000 on the machinery. Lang- 
siow, Fowler & Oo., leather, plush and carpet 
manufacturers, occupieds the upper: ‘five 
stories in the middle of tbe block, Their 
stock was valued at $50,000. Milton H. Smith’s 
printing office was damaged $2,500. The fire 
started in the roof and when discovered was 
smali. A brisk wind drove the flames down 
tothe basement, and Inside of 10 minutes 
sheets of fiames and dense volumes of black 
smoke poured out from dozens of windows 
on the east, west and south sides of the build- 
ing, and five minutes later the east walis of 
the great five-story structure-fell out. A 
moment later the south wallfell. Noone was 
hurt. The new Osborn House was directly 
opposite the burning building and soon the 
window casing uf the hotel was on fire. The 
guests were awakened and soon began torun 
down stairsin all degrees of dress and un- 
dress, some with their clothing in their arms 
and others dragging their trunks and satch- 
els. The people in the Windsor and neigh- 
boring hotels ran out and swelled the crowds 
on St. Pauli street. The damage to the Us- 
born House is estimated at $3,000. 


Firebugs at Work. 


TONAWANDA, N. Y., April 23.—Fire was dis- 
covered in the yard of the Tonawanda Lumber 
Co. about 11:20 last night. At midnight an- 
other fire broke out in the yardsof A. M. 
Dodge & Go., in another quarter of the town. 


Both were subdued aftera hard fight. Con- 
siderable excitement was caused by the dis- 
covery that the wires of the fire-alarm system 
had been cut in several places, and it isthe 
general opinion that it was a deliberate pilot 
to burn thetown. The Lumbermen’s Asso- 
ciation will hold a meeting to-night anda re- 
ward wiil probably be offered for the detec- 
tion ofthe incendiaries.

MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 


GOVERNMENTAL AID FOR THE DENIZENS 
OF THE INUNDATED DISTRICTS ASEED. 


In Respense to a Request From the Over. 
flowed Districtsthe Merchants’ Exchange 
River Improvement Committee Takes 
Action—Recommendations Made in Re- 
gard to the Levees—A Strong Appeal. 


This morning ameeting of the Committee 
on the Improvement of the Mississippi ap- 
pointed by the President and Board of Direct- 
ors of the Merchants’ Exchange was held in 
the reading room. The object of the 
meeting was to discuss the situation 
in the flooded district of the 
Lower Mississippi, and to take such action as 
was deemed advisable to bring influences to 
bear upon the national government to take 
steps to relieve the sufferers from the present 
disastrous overfiow, and to prevent a recur- 
rence of the catastrophe which has caused 
such great gestruction of property. 

THE PRESIDENT OF THE EXCHANGE 
has received numbers of letters and addresses 
from the citizens of the flooded districts and 
the adjacent territory, setting forth the loss 
and suffering entailed by the overfiow, the 
consequences to the prosperity of regions re- 
mote from immediate danger and the 
necessity for immediate Government action. 
The co-operation of all organizec 
commercial bodies was asked in securing na- 
tioual aid, and the citizens of St. Louis were 
especially appealed to in the matter. The 
committee bas had the subject under consid- 
eration for several days, a number of resolu- 
tions were presented by private citizens and 
their adoption recommended. None, how- 
ever, proved satisfactory, and aftera long 
Giscussion the following resolutions were 
adopted: 
THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas, The attention of this body has 
been directed to the present disastrous re- 
sults of the overflow throughout many 
sections ot the Lower Mississippi 
Valley, sections renowned for the productive 
power of theic soil from which valuable crops 
are gathered and vastsums thereby annually 
added to the national wea!th by geason of the 
export character of these productions, and 

Whereas, Such Inundations are not 
confined to lands bordering unon thd friver, 
but spread over many miles of adjacent ter- 
ritory, thus proving so tar-reaching in their 
character Zod possibilities for destruction as 
tu bring them properly within the scope ofa 
national cxliamity; such «as must appeal 
earnestly and emphatically for a nationalized 
remedy ; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the unprecedented floods of 
the present year, now sweeping over many of 
the richest portions of the AMississipp! Valley, 
carrying ruin and devastation to large 
areas [within the States of Missis- 
sipp!i, Arkansas and Loulsiana and 
bringing suffering and injury to a 
large portion ofour people must surely, in 
our judgment, impose upon the general Gov- 
ernment an imperative duty to assist with its 
strong arm fret to repair the ecrip- 
pled condition of the works here- 
tofore erected and maintained by 
a most burdensome system of local taxation; 
necond, to extend whatever aid may be found 
consistent with legislation under the consti- 
=o to prevent a recurrence of similiar dis- 
aster. 

GOVERNMENTAL AID ASKED. 

Fesolved, That while we commend the 
successfoleffort of these people, through a 
series of years, to coniine these annual floods 
to their proper channels, yet we realize that 
the partial failure to prevept inundation

means, and a more extensive system of 
works, andin view of the vast extent of de 
pendent territory and population we feel that 
to this necessity is imparted a national char- 
acter. 

Resolved, in recognition of the spirit and 
just demand of the resolutions adopted by 
the people of the overflowed district, at 
Greenville, Miss., the very center of disaster, 
and at Vicksburg and Memphis, we confident- 
ly appeal to our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress to use their best efforts for the 
eminently just and@ obligatory action of the 
Governmentin according the necessary ald, 
to the end that not only the frequent exces- 
sive floods, but such unprecedented phenom- 
enal floods as the present one shall flow un- 
vexed and harmless to the Gulf. 

These resolutions will be presented to the 
Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change for approval, with the indorsement of 
the committee. At the meeting the pub- 
lication of a morning sheet of a 
series of resolutions adopted by the 
committee was discussed, and caused 
muchamusement. The resolutions as given 
were drawn up and presented to the commit- 
tee, but met with its hearty disapproval, and 
were rejected.

TERRORIZING CUBA. 


A Band of Black Bandits Operating Under 
Calixte Maceo. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcHu. 

NEw York, April 23.—Under date of April 
16, the Herald to-day prints the following cor- 
respondence from Havana: . ’ 

Aiter several months of comparative tran- 
quility asto bandits, kidnapers and black- , 
mailers, the people have just been startled 
by the unexpected announcement of the sud- 
den appearance in the eastern part of Cuba 


of a party of about thirty or 
more colored men, well armed and 
mounted, undercommand of Calixto Maceo, 
one of the black chiefs in the past 
insurrection who won for himself great fame 
as an astute and galiant leader: This party, 
at timesin band and at others divided int 

groups of fiveto eight men, have attacke 

and plundered all the establishments onthe 
roads and in the smaller towns and ransomed 
heavily the owners of all the sugar and coffee 
plantations they could get hoid of, wounding 
and murdering several persons who refused 
to yield to their onerous pretensions. In the 
first encounter they had with the forces sent 
againstthem they succeeded, after killing 
three civil guards and without loss on their 
side, in making good their escape into the 
mountains, where it is almost impossible to 
pursue them. I have ‘since heard that, 
despite the large pumber of soldiers, 
civil guards and volunteers sent out to 
capture them and who bad occupied the prin- 
eipal passes, and thought they had secured 
them, they soon reappeared in distant lucali- 
ties on the other side. All the trains that 
lately arrivea at St. Jago De Cuba came in 
crowded with country people, seeking for a 
refuge inthe town aguinst the exactions and 
cruelties committed by the men belonging to 
this band, whose number is said to be daily 
increasing in such proportions that a Havana 
paper bas already insinuated that instead of a 
party of bandits, risen with the object of 
plundering the country, it might not be im- 
possible it were the commencement of a 
war of races that has jug® been initiated by 
the Cuban negroes.

LUCKY FOR MRS. REICHLE, 


Her Husband Pays His Life Insurance Ar- 
rearage Ten Days Before His Death. 


A telegram from Sedalia announces the 
death of August Reichle, German, over 50 
years ofage. Hedied ata hotelin that city 
last evening from the effects of an operation 
on his throat. Reichle will be remembered by 
the officials of the Mullanphy Board 
and the Mayor’s office. He came to this 


city aboutten days or two weeks ago from 
Philadelphia in company with his wife, in 
search of bis son, whom he bad been in- 
formed was in this city. They remained here 
several days, but failed to find their son. 
Their funds ran low and they appealed to the 
Mayor’s office foraid. They were referred to 
the Mullanphy Board, and asked assistance 
to take them to Calhoun, Henry County. 
Reichle said be bad a brother there who would 
help him. His throat, which had been oper- 
ated upon and a German-silvertube inserted 
to enabie him to breathe, presented a terrible 
appearance. In addition to this he had a can- 
cer ofthe neck. Thecouple secured $5 and 
by adding the $3 or $4 he had left he 
paid the amountof his arrearage on a life in- 
surance policy drawn in favor of his wife. 
The couple continued their visits to the May- 
or’s oflice after this, until they secured tickets 
toCalboun, where Reichble expected to join 
his brother. They lefthere last Friday with 
the intention of going to their desti- 
nation, but at Sedalia it appears 
Reichle became too ill to travel farther. On 
Saturday last his son was located in the Mis- 
souri Car Works, and told of the search his 
purents bad been making for him. 

He seemed to realize when he was in the 
city that he could nos live much longer, 
and was almost crazed from anxiety until 
after he had paid up his arrearage to the local 
agent of the company in which he wasin- 
sured. It turns out very fortunate indeed 
for his wife that he was enabled to pay the 
insurance assessments through the assistance 
given him by the Mullanpby fund.

‘THE EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 
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WHAT WILL FOLLOW THE MAY 1ST DEM- 
ONSTRATION IN ST- LOUIS- 


Probability That St. Lonis Will Escape Seri- 
ous Strikes—The Motive of the Demon- 
stration and Preparations for It—Hours 
and Wages in the Building Trades—the 
Slaters’ and Roofers’ Demand, 


May 1 is the day set by the American Feder- 
ation of Labor for a demonstration by all af- 
fililated organizations in favor ofthe eight- 
hour work day. Inallthe cities of the coun- 
try strikes are feared by employers of labor, 
andthe building trades it is thought will be 
most affected. What will be the result of the 
demonstration here cannot be told. Though 
there remains but one week until the date of 
the demonstration, no. person connected 
withthe labor organizations of the city nor 
employer of labor ean give anyideaof the 
consequences, There has not been thus far 
any friction and but few demandéds for increase 
of pay, though all trades are ready to demand 
eight hours. 

USUALLY THE DEMANDS 
ofthe menandthe ultimatum of employers 
are known before this time; but if there are 
to de differenves and strikes their heads are 
not apparent now. 

Carpenters of St. Loulsin arecent meeting 
decided not to accept less than 35 cents per 
hourandto work only eight. hours a day. 
But few bosses have refused to concede this, 
and members of the unions do not anticipate 
a strike, In all other divisions 
of building eight hours is the 
rule, though in the miils 
ten hours’ work each day isrequired. Mill 
owners say they have received no demands 
from the men and the latter say no plan of 
campaign has been determined upon, if in- 
deed there will be any effort made to reduce 
hours or increase pay. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, has been endeavoring to

The Purpose of the Secret Con- 
ferences of Capitalists 
Being Held at the 
_ Southern. 


The Scheme to Build the Cleve- 
land, St. Louis & Kansas City, 
or “County Seat Road,” as 
It Is Better Known. 


The Projectors 6f the Plan to Construct an 
Air Line Between St, Louis and Kansas 
City—Meeting in This City for the Pur 
pose of Making the Arrangements to 
Complete the Road—John O'Day to Be 
Very Probably Made the Manager of the 

w Company—What It Will Cust to 
ntina the Road and Howlt Is Proposed 
to Proceed—The Gentlemen Who Com- 


pose the Conference. 


There isa big railroad deal brewing in this 
city. Inafew days the plans will probably 
have been formulated for the construction of 
a@ new road trom St. Louis to Kansas City, and 
John O’ Day, the deposed ruler of the Frisco, 
will very likely be putin charge of it. When 
O’Day resigned the Vice-Presidency of, the 
Frisco it was generally thought that 
the prestige which he secured from that con- 
nection was gone from him forever, but if the 
plans carry, which are now being arranged in 
this city by capithlists, O’ Day will again come 
prominently to the front asa railroad man- 
ager. 

For several days past John D, Folson of Fa- 
yette,a member of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee and a rich man, Robert Williams, 
a banker, also of Fayette; Jerry 
Dorsey, a Columbia capitalist; James Waugh, 
a Columbia banker; Dr. Curd of Fulton, Mr. 
Greyburst, also of Fultgn; J. K. T. Hayward 
of St. Louis, John O’Day of St. Louis and 
others, have been holding executive confer- 
ences atthe Southern Hotel. The Posr-DIs- 
PATCH learned the object of these conferences. 
The Cleveland, St. Louis & Kansas City Road, 
better known as ‘‘The County Seat Road,’’ is 
to be built, and John O’Day is to be put in 
control. The men who bave attended the 
eonferences are determined to have the road 
constructed, even ifthey have to put up all 
the money themselves. This they are fully 
abie to do, but they desire to 
interest Eastern capital if possible, and also 
to secure subacriptions to stock from capital- 
ists all along the route. This, it is under- 
stood, John O'Day bas undertaken to do 
for them on an agreement that 
he is to be made Manager. At pres- 
ent a New York broker has charge of 
the financial management of the corporation 
and the prime movers inthe scheme to build 
the road are anxious to freeze him out to make 
a place for O’ Day. 

HOW THE SCHEME STARTED. 

In order that the present situation may be 
fully understood it is necessary that the bis- 
tory of the corporation should be 
known. Several years ago, several 
Missour! capitalists, including Robert 
Williams and Jobn 8. Tolson conceived the 


pian of constructing an air line from St. Louis 
to Kensxas City and to bave it touch the 
county seats of all counties through which it 
passed. The plan net with favor from all to 
whom it was broached and a corporation was 
organized under the name of the St. Louis & 
Kansas City Short Line. Asthe road passed 
through st. Charlies, Warrenton, Danviile 
Fulton, Columbia and Fayette, it was 
generally called, and is still called ‘‘The 
County Seat Road,’’ although its corporate 
ne'ne has been changed several times since 
the company’s organization, itis st present 
the Cleveland, St. Louis & Kaneas City Rall- 
way. ‘The way in which it happened to get its 
last name was throngh capitalists in Cleve- 
land, O., becoming interested In its construc- 
tion, and contemplating at some future day 
to make connections with the East throug 
Cleveland. Alithat has ever been done to- 
Ward the  bduilding of the road was 
tne placing of about $1,500,000 worth 
of bonds and the grading of about 
twenty-four miles of the route, and laying of 
ties and rails on about thirteen miles. For 
some time past the scheme to build the road 
has been dormant and the gentiemen who 
have been attending the conferences at the 
Southern during the past few days had be- 
come heartily disgusted witn the situation 
and proposed to arouse the corporation 
rom its state of coma and do what they 
started outto accomplish. They have taken 
O’ Day into the scheme and the way in which 
they propose to proceed can be somewhat ac- 
curately outlined notwithstanding the fact 
that the plans have not as yet been fully 
matured. 
HOW THEY WILL PROCEED. 

On May 10 the road is to besoid from the 
Court-house steps of St. Charles to satisfy a 
judgment obtained against the company by 
contractors who have performed what work 
has been already done, The gentlemen who 
have been attending the confertnces at the 
Southern and whose names are given above 
will buy it in, asyudicate will be formed. 
& new company organized and the con- 
struction of the road pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible. There are several ob- 
stacies in the way ofthis procedure, how- 
ever, anditis to remove them that the gen- 
tlemen interested in the scheme, 
who are now in the city, are 
putting their heads together. The first 
obstacies is to get rid of $1,500,000 worth of 
bonds or thereabouts which were issued by 
the corporation, as originally formed. The 
next is to freezetout the New York broker, 
who is at present atthe helm,and put John 
©’ Day in charge. There is some doubt as to 
whether apurchase made under the condi- 
tions as outlined would give aclear title. 
This matter is being thoroughly investigated, 
and as soon asitis settled tothe satisfaction 
of the projectors they will be ready to con- 
sumwmatetheir scheme. After the purchase is 
made, Eastern capitalists will be _ in- 
terested by O’Day, if possible, and if 
not Messrs. Tolson, Williams, Dor- 
sey, O'Day, Waugh, Ovrd, Greyhart, 
and other wealthy men along the proposed 
route will put up one-halfthe amount neces- 
gary to build the road and bond it for the 
other half. The cost of the road is estimated 
at from $5,000,000 $6,000,000. The idea of the 

rojectors isto make an agreement with the 

urlington Co. to cross the new 
bridge which is to be built 
across the Missouri River by that 
road not far from the river’s mouth, The 
proposed route is through the richest and 
wealthiest country in Missouri, and will it is 
said be at least seventy miles shorter than 
either the ’Frisco or the Missouri Pacific. 
The line is to be a trunk line, and 
ultimately ‘will, it is proposed, 
have both Eastern and Western connectioas. 
Itis in order to assure Eastern connections 
sooner, thatthe projectors are 60 anxious to 
interest Eastern capitalists in the buliding of 
the road. Those who are interested in the 
corporation claim to be scontident thatthe 
road will pay from the moment the first car is 
run over it. 

A FLURRY IN RAILROAD CIRCLES. 

The report thatthe road is to be bullt and 
that John O’Day is to be its manager has 
caused a flurry in railroad circles. e fact 
that the Frisco trouble, which resulted in 
O’Day’s defeat ana resignation, has 

grown & stale subject of 
before O'Day comes to the 
a scheme which 
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thought so himself and was determined to 
disappoint hiss enemies. Be that as it 
may it will be conceded that if the new 
*‘County Seat Road’’ is built by Missouri 
capitalists principally and O’Day placed 
its head he will be ina much better position 
to hold political power than he ever was as 
mapager of the ’ Frisco. ; 

MAY CHANGE LEGISLATION. 

One who is well posted in State and railroad 
affairs said to-day in discussing the probable 
eonstruction of the ‘‘County Seat Road’’ that 
it would very likely result in a revolution in 
railroad legislation in Missouri, if the road 
was built. the fact .tkat wealthy 
and influential men along the route 
were interested inthe road would, he said, 
undoubtedly resuit in an attemptto bave the 
Legisiature at the next session enact such a 
law as would be a protection to original in- 
vestors. As it is now, under the laws of Mis- 
souri a first mortgage holder can foreclose if 
the interest is, not paid, then reor- 

anize the company and completely 
reeze out anyand all others who are inter- 
ested inthe road. In New England there are 
laws which give a second orathird mortgage 
holders theright to pay the intereston the 
other mortgages and run the froad 
themselves. the road is 
built there will very probably 
be a strong effort made to have the next Leg- 
islature enact a similar law fov this State and 
thereby prevent any such freezing-out process 
as bas been employed in the past. ~ 

The gentlemen who have been attending the 
conferences at the Southern wit a 
view to deciding upon such plans as 
would enable them to complete 
the Cleveland, St. Louis & Kansas 
City road, have been very secretive about 
their purchase, but notwithstanding the se- 
crecy preserved the news of their presence 
and object in the city has reached 
railroad circle and created an 
unusual stir. That business is 
meant there is no question, and if itis made 
evident that aclear title can be obtained by 
purchasing the road when it issold at St. 
Charlies to satisfy unpaid judgments, the 
purchase will undoubtedly be made by 
the gentlemen named and a syndicate 
organized by them for the road’s completion. 
The road is to be a trunk line, and «it is the 
intention of the projectors to make it one of 
the smoothest’ running and best equipped 
roads in the Weat.

A VALUABLE SCALP SACK, 


Kansas County Commissioners Arrested for 
Llegally Issuing Bounty Scrip. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 23.—The Star’e 
Ulysses (Kan.) special says: The investiga- 
tion into the official acts of the Commisaion- 
ers of this county had proceeded 
yesterday far enough to warrant 
their arrest and the arrest of 
others implicated in the bounty swindie. §To- 
day the arrests were made of County Clerk 
George W. Earp and County Commission- 
ers D. G@ Sullivan, C. L. Green and F. 


M. Lenhart and J. D. Harbor and A. Robinson 
and Geo. Dougherty. The Clerk and Com- 
missioners are charged with the illegal issue 
of county scrip, given as bounty 
to the latter four persons men- 
tioned. The bounty was on the 
sealps of wolves and the allege illegal issue 
of scrip amounts in all to $16,000. In the 
complaints filed against the accused it is 
alleged that one of the conspirators 
would resent a sack of scalps to the 
County Commissioners, who would authorize 
the issdance of scrip in payment of bounty. 
The sack would be placed where another 
member of the party could con- 
venientliy steal it, who would in 
turn present it again to the 
Commissioners. In this way the one sack 
was presented over and over again until 
bounty had been paid to the amount of $16,000 
on a quarter of a million of scalps. 


SELLING BY SHORT WEIGHTS, 


Scale Inapector Haley Says He Must Have 
Additional Deputies to Check Offenses. 


Inspector of Weights and Measures Haley 
nas called the attention of the 
Mayor to the necesstty of an increase 


in his force of deputies. He 
says the inspection force remains the same as 
it was when the scheme and charter went into 
effect, although the work of the department 
has increased to immense proportions.

A Very Interesting Discussion on Hypnotism

Louis read a paper on 
gnecology prepared by Dr. Edward T. Blake 
of London, England, and also a paper on 
endometrities, prepared by himself, In the 
discussion which followed, Drs. A. L. Mon- 
roe of Louisville, Clarke of Indianapolis, J. 
C. Williamson of Springfield, Mo., A. C. 
Jones of Holden, Mo., and W.T. Hallof St. 
Joseph took part. 

Dr. Joshua Thorn of Kansas.City read a 
paper on hypnotism. He said the word was 
simply a new name of what had been known 
to the world for the last eighty years as mes- 
merism and it included all phenomena con- 
nected with the neryous system in psychic 
condition. He would tell them what he had 
seen and done, but he could not beginto ex- 
plain the causes. ‘When the mystery was

THRE M’CALLA CASE, 


Sketches of the Officers Composing the 
Court Martial.

NEw YORK, April 23.—The members of the 
court-martial whieh is trying Commander 
McCalla, are physicaily splendid specimens of 
manhood and everyone hasa record as an 
officer in the Navy of which any man might be 
proud. The selection of such a court by the 
Secretary of the Navy is universally ap- 
plauded, and its character secures to Com- 
mander McCallaatrial which will be abso- 
lutely fair and just. All the members of the 
court are what is known inthe Navy as 
‘*Farragut men,’’ haying at some time served 
with that old naval hero. Rear Admiral Har- 
mony, President of the court, is a hearty 


mannered, outspoken gentieman, with one of 
the jolliest faces inthe world. Hehas the 
reputation of being quick and accurate in his 
judgment of facts and men, and of ieing emi- 
nently capable of discharging the duties 
which will devolve npon him while this triai 
is in progress. Heentered the navy in 1847, 
and hasseen nearly twenty years of actual 
sea service. His war record is a spiendid one. 
He is now stationed in Washington. Capt. 
Erben, who entered the navy & year later than 
Admiral Harmony, has served with great 
creditin the navy and has lately been on duty 
as the head of the Boardof Naval Inspectors 
of steam Vessels in this city. 

Capt. Mead, known. in the navy as ‘‘Fight- 
ing Captain Dick Mead,’’ is Commandant of 
the Washington Navy Yard. When Secretary 
Whitney was looking about for a commander 
for the Dolphin, Capt. Mead was recommend- 
ed as an officer of daring and pluck seldom 
found. He has served in many ships and. has 
taken part in many stirring scenes. 

Capt. Matthews, Commandant of the Boston 
Navy Yard; Capt. Pythian, Superintendent of 
the Naval Observatory; Capt. McNair, com- 
manding the Omaha; Commander Day, who 
was Only recently relieved from the command 
ofthe Mohican tn the Pacific squadron; Com.- 
mander Bridgman, recently in command of 
the Kearsarge; Commander Miller,in charge of 
the Naval Home at Philadelphia; Commander 
Chester, attached tothe Board of Organiza- 
tion; Commander Wadleigh, commanding the 
Michigan, and Commander Whitney, recently 
in command of the Kearsarge, all have done 
good service.

CITY REPLIES TO THE LACLEDE 
GASLIGHT CO.’S PETITION, 


THE 


Giving Reasons Whyan Injunction Should 
Not Be Granted, and Why the 90-Cents 
Gas Ordinance Should Be Obeyed—The 
School Board Cases—A Ruling on Trans- 
ferring Stock—Court News and Netes. 


City Counsellor Bell filed a return in Judge 
Valliant’s court this morning to the applica- 
tion of the Laclede Gas-Light Co. for 
a jwrit of § injunction against the 
city to prevent it or its officers 
from enforcing the ordinance fixing: gas at 90 
cents per thousand feet. Mr. Bell, in 
showing cause why the injunction should not 
be granted, says that the city owns the streets 
and allevsand that the gas company organ- 
ized March 2, 1857, has authority to use the 
streets and alleys to lay its pipes and fixtures 
necessary to carry on its business. 
He claims ‘the company first made 
use of its privileges in 1873, and has been a 
public servant ever since, selling gas; that at 
the date of its charter in 1857 and up to this 
day itis subject to be regulated by the State of 
Missouri as to the price to be charged and ex- 
acted for gas. He claims that by the act of 
the Legislature March 4, 1870, when the limits 
of the city were extended, the power to regu- 
late the price and quality of gas within the 
limits was transferred to the city of St. Louis. 
He says St. Louis is a municipal corporation 
created in 1822 and ih 1890 the Municipal As- 
sembly and Mayor of St. Louis passed and 
signed an ordinance known as No. 15,482, 
placing the price of gas at 90 cents per 1,000 
feet. He claims the ordinance is in’ evéry 
respect valid and effectual and that it isthe 
public duty of the gas company to obey it, and 
further, thatthe purpose of the restraining 


order herein asked for is to permit the gas 
company to violate and disobey the ordinance 
und under cover of the protection of 
the court. Closing ‘Mr. Bell says there is 
nothing inthe charter of the Laclede Gas- 
Light Co., obtained in 1857, which precludes 
the State or city from regulating the price of 
gas furnished by- the company to the 
people of St. Louis. This power 
is and wasone of the police powers of the 
Government, and no contract was in fact nor 
could in law be made by the State of Missouri 
or the city of St. Louis, or both, with the 
plaintiff or any other corporation or person,in 
any way diminishing said power or controling 
the exercise of it in the future or contracting 
it away or agreeing not to exercise it or to 
exercise it at a certain and fixed rate 
or sum for a given number of years. All un- 
challenged ordinances and contracts, Mr. Bell 
says, set up in the gas company’s petition so 
far as they apply, if at all,to power of regula- 
tion, are und were absolutely invalid and of 
no force or effect and inoperative and void 
for want of power and capacity on the part of 
the city or State to adopt or enter into them. 


“The School Board Cases. 


How quickly the Court of Appeals can dis- 
pose of the business before it when 
given an opportunity was ably illus- 
trated in the School Board cases yester- 


day when the trials of Messrs. Reimier, 
Macklin, Rogers and Barthoidt were disposed 
of and submitted within five hours. The par- 
ticulars of the trial of Reimier, who boughbta 
piece of property he never saw and paid thé 
taxes on itaregivep in full in yesterday’s 
POST- DISPATCH. 

He was followed on the stand by H. L. 
Rogers, who said he learned the day before 
his election hé would have to be a taxpayer 
to be eligible. He said he ran to the Collect- 
or’s oflice and, with the assistance of Deputy 
Collector Fred Gerber, found two tax bills 
against some property near Carondelet 
Park, which the owner, Julius Griffith, has 
not paid for 1888 and 1889. He paid 80 cents 
taxes for 1888 and $1.32 for 1889. He admitted 
that he was in arrears for $10 taxes on his own 
returns. Mr. Gerber identified the receipts 
he bad selected for Mr. Rogers, and on this 
evidence the case was submitted. 

William Macklin followed Mr. Rogers. He 
said he had paid taxes for nine years on real 
estate op Madison street, where he owned an 
interest in the property which belonged to 
his wife, and though there had been no writ- 
ten agreement, still it was understood between 
himself and wife he had an Interest in it. 
lic shewed receipts for 1883, 1884, 1886, 1887, 
1889 and 1890, but not for 1885 or 1888. He said 
he had paid the taxes on the property out of 
his own pocket, but the property belonged to 
his wite. 

Richard Bartholdt was the last. He pur- 
chaseda piece of property just before his 
eicction, he said, and paid back-taxes on it 
fortwo years. Hehad never seen the ground 
and did not know exactlv where it was. It 
was a piece of ground just in the rear of Reim 
ler’s property. 

The Gourt of Appeais will wait until the first 
week in May to hear from the Supreme Court 
on the’Drabelle law, and if nothing is decided 
on by that court then the Court of Appeals 
will pass on the School Board cases.

A WISE POLITICAL MOVE. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF PRESIDENT CARNOT’S 
GRAND TOUR OF FRANCE. 


An Enthusiastic Welaame at Bastin—Queen 
Victoria at Darmstadt—Three American 
Creeks Convicted of Attempted RKob- 
bery— Another Battle Between the 
Freach and Dahemians at Porte Novo— 
Foreign News. 


LONDON, April 23.—The triumphal tour of 
France, which President Carnot is now mak- 
ing, is one of the most powerful strokes of 
political wisdom that could possibly have 
been conceived inthe mind of any politician 
desirous to perpetuate the French Republic, 
towhich it may besaid it has’ given anew 
lease of life. Everywhere the President, 
whose name recalls historical events of a 
most stirring character, has been received 
with manifestations of admiration and 
demonstrations of devotion to the ex- 
isting administration which must convince 
the minority of malcontents, adventurers and 
intriguers of the hopelessness of their at- 
tempts to overthrow the popular Government 
and re-establish the monarchy. The itinerary 
of M. Carnot’s tour has been admirably 
planned and faithfully carried out, while 
everything has opportunely added itself to 
the succession of preconceived events which 
could tend toward the achievement of the 
object of the trip. His visit to the house in 
which the great Napoleon was born, at 
Ajaccio, yesterday, is described as 
an intensely theatrical affair, wherein 
the visitor vied with his entertainers in mag- 
nifying the importance of the occasion and its 
effect as a shrewd political move may be ac- 
curately estimated by anyone acquainted with 
the volatility of the French provincial char- 
acter.

THE BOILER EXPLODED.! 


THREE MEN KILLED AND SIX INJURED AT 
NEWCASTLE, PA- 


Dastardly Attempt to Wreck a Rock Island 
Passenger Train at Des Moines, lo.—A 
Fatal Spark From a Pipe—Destructive 
Cyclone at Kyle, Tex.—James Gordon 
Bennett’s Yacht—Casualties. 


NEWCASTLE, Pa., April 23.—An explosion 
occurred at the Etna Milis at 6:30 this morn- 
ng, three men being Killed and six badly in- 
jured, two of whom will die. At that hour all 
the men were working at the flue end, the 
boiler collapsed with a deafening roar, and in 
a moment the place was drenched with 
scorching steam. A full half-hour was lost 
before the injured men could be rescued and 
the last dead body recoverea. Those in- 
stantly killed were George Kingen and John 
Welsh. Johnny Murphy could not bo found 


for sometime. His body was finally discoy- 
ered inthe fly-wheel pit, where it had been 
huried and ground to a pulp. The injured 
were Barney Regan, horribly scaided; L. 
Snifnocker, badiy hurt by flying debris and 
scalded; Lawrence Fiynn, scalded; Andy 
Myers, scalded; Joe Rounds, arm broken and 
bruised; Johnny Meyers, burned. No cause 
can yet be given for the breakage of the 


boiler.

THE BUCKET-SHOP WAR. 


PROGRESS OF THE CONTEST IN CHICAGO— 
ITS LOCAL: INFLUENCY. 


Great Increase in the Volame of St. Louis 
Trade and Unusual Activity of the Mar- 
ket— Preparing fer a Surrender—St, 
Louis Market Quotations in Great and 
Increasing Demand. — 


=) HE interest in the con- 
flict between the Ohi- 
cago Board of Trade 
and the bucket-shops 
of the country is being 
watched with close at. 
tention throughout the 
country and is growing 
more bitter than ever 
in Chicago. From ac- 
eounts received from 
Chicago it appears that 
there is more than one 
good chance of the boy- 


When the rule was en- 
acted suspending 
the issues of offi- 
cial quotations there 
was astrong minority of the members of the 
Board of Trade opposed to it, and these men 
are now beginning to demand that ifaftera 
fair trial the rule proves to be ineffective to 
ecure its object, it shall be abrogated. 
THE CHICAGO BUCKETSHOPS. 

It appears that scarcely a bucketshop in 
that city has gone out of business, although 
all are hampered to a areater or less 
degree by the rule adopted. Quota- 
tions of the open board of trade dre received, 
and these come directly from the Board of 
Trade, but considerable delay results 
at times, and the consequence is 
thet when the market is moving 
rapidly, the bucket-shops refuse to trade on 
the posted quotations. They have been vic- 
timized more than once by members of the 
Board of Trade, who have sent orders based 
on the prices quoted on the floor and had 


them filled before the news of changes had 
reached the bucket-shops. The effect of this 
has been that the business of all the bucket- 
shops has been hampered atthe time when it 
ordinarily would have been most active, and 
in this the Board of Trade bas 
won a victory. The opponents to the 
rule declare thut this victory is gaimed at the 
expense of Chicago, andthat instead of the 
business of the Boara of Trade increasing as 
thatofthe bucket-shops diminishes, the loss 
sustained by the former is far greater than 
that to which the latter are subjected. 
CITY ORDERS, 

it is alleged, bave increased considerably, but 
there has been a great diminution in the for- 
eign business owing to the fact that the coun- 
try customers have been deprived of the ofti- 
cial quotations, on which they formerly based 
their transactions. A large majority of 
those who before the enactment of 
the rule dealt with Chicago have now 
transferred thelr custom to St. Louis. What 
Chicago has lost this city has gained, and 
since the suspension of the official quotations 
the St. Louis market has been more active 
than forseveral years. The removal of the 
Chicago quotations from the board is believed 
by many, probably by a majority, of the pit 
traders to be a great benefit to this city. For- 
merly there existed a tendency to siavishly 
follow the Chicago market, the result being 
that St. Louis did not take the position in 
the country to which its impor- 
tance as a grain center fairly entitied it. 
Since it bas beenfdealing onfjits own respons!i- 
bility, trading has been far more active, and 
instead of taking its tone from Chicago this 
city has frequently given the cue to the entire 
country. 

HE FACT WAS STRONGLY EMPHASIZED 
yesterday when the Chicago market opened 
lowand dull, but when the news was re- 
ceived from 8t. Louls at once took asharp, 
upward turn. Formerly this would have 
been regarded as a remarkable occurrence, 
but now it is considered as an every-day 
matter. The St. Louis quotations have 
been largely substituted for those of 
Chicago throughout the West, and the de- 
mand forthem is steadily growing. In Chi- 
cago great bitterness is expressed toward the 
New York brokers, from whom assistance was 
expected In the war upon the bucketshops, 
instead of giving which itis alleyed that New 
York has made every effort to supplant Chi- 
cago. Nodifiiculty at all is experienced by 
the local bucketshops in securing quotations 
from the Chicago Board of Trade, the service 
being said to be better than that pre- 
viously furnished. It is understood that 
the Board of Directors will shortly make an 
appealfor aid tothe exchanges of the coun- 
try, asking them to adopt thesame rules in 
reference to quotations asthoseof the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade. The Western Union 
will also be asked to re-establish the old 
rates. If success is not met with, itis freely 
predicted that by Junelthe rule will be ab- 
rogated.

About 4 o'clock 
this morning, when the first signs of day 
were appearing in the eastern sky, 
Patrolmen Miller and Hutton were rid- 
ing on King’s highway near St. Louis 
avenue when they saw a tgure moving 
across a field in the vicinity. The patroimen 
dismounted, tied their horses and awaited 
the approach of: the unknown. Carroll soon 
came up puffing under the weight of ten 
plump jowls which he had stowed away ina 
bag over his shoulder. When caught, he at 
once confessed everything and led the 
patrolmen to the residence of Dr. Bond, King’s 
highway and Spaulding avenue, which he 
said was the scene of his latest depredation. 
After being lecked up at the Fifth District 
Police Station the prisoner confessed that he 
bad stolen over 700 chickens in the westera 
suburbs. He says he came to St. Louis from 
Canada nine months ago and bad made a busi- 
ness of robbing hen roosts, His plan was to 
size up the place during the day. Tben at 
night he would enter with his bag, wring 
the necks of the sleepy fowls and sell the 
proceeds of his night’s work to a certain ne- 
gTO hotelkeeper.

SPEAKER ALT’S SELECTIONS AND WHAT Is 
THOUGHT OF THEM. 


Why Grassmuck Was Taken Off the Com- 
mittee en Public Improvements—Demo- 
cratic Dissatisfa A Peculiar Bill

Growing Out of the Extension of Time 


Given the Manicipal Electric Lighting 


As was predicted sometime ago Delegate 
Grassmuck has been relieved of the Chair- 
manship of the Public Improvements Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates and given 
the ‘Chairmanship of the Commitee on Rall- 
roads in exchange. Speaker Alt an- 
nounced his committees at the 
session of the House last evening and 
as the Republican members had been con- 
sulted by the Speaker in making up his siaie 
they werein no way surprised when Mr. 
Grassmuck’s name was not included in the 
list for the Improvements Committee. Grass- 


muck madea record during the last session 


for his hostility to all bills emenating from 
the Board of Public Improvements 
providing for the reconstruction 
of streets with granite. Hecontrolied a ma- 
jority of the committee and througn this in- 
fluence, pigeuvn-holed some twenty-five or 
thirty reconstruction bills. The Board of 
Public Improvements did not approve of this 
nor did the granite contractors. 

When Delegate Ullgeman an- 
nounced a few weeks ago that 
he would ask not to reappointed 
on the Railroad Committee, It became a set- 
tied fact that Speaker Alt would give the 
place to Grassmuck to get him off the Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements. The speaker 


declates, however, that no person spoke to 
him or influenced him in any way concerning 
Grassmuck and the Committee on Public Im- 
provements. 

Delegate Sam Myerson, who atarted out asa 
leader in the last session, has taken a ratber 
inglorious tumble. From Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee he has dropped 
to a place on tne Fire Department Committee. 
He is succeeded by Delegate Bogard,.while 
Mr. Weinel takes Grassmuck’s place atthe 
head of the Committee on Public Improve 
ments. 

Delegates Stone and Mohan, who held 
places on the Ways and Means and Rallroad 
Committees respectively in the last organiza- 
tion, have been somewhat roughly handled in 
the new. Mr. Stone takes a placeon the 
Committee of Elections and egistration, 
which never meets, and Mr. Mohan takes the 
tail end of the Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Monahan, one of the oldest members in 
the House, refused, as he did last year, to 
take the assignments given him by Speaker 
Alt. He was given places on the Committees 
on Public Accounts and Legislation, which 
never meet, and declined, with much empha- 
sis, to serve on either. 

A number of the delegates are displeased 
with the new assignments, but Mr. Alt avers 
he will not make anychanges. He says the 
minority received ali it had aright to expect, 
but Messrs. Stone, Mabon and Mopohan of 
the Democratic side take a widely different 
view of the matter. 


A Strange Proceeding. 


The action of Mr. Rohan in the Council last 
evening in presenting a bill to ratify the or- 
dinance passed during the late seasion, éx- 
tending the time of the Municipal Electric 


Lighting Co. forcommencing the lighting of 
the streetato May 1, caused some surprise. 
The ordinance extending the time contained, 
among other provisions, a stipulation that 
the company should accept it within twenty 
days to make it operative. The company did 
accept it, but not, it is claimed, until the time 
had elapsed. Therecord in the City Regis- 
ter’s office of the acceptance of the ordinstice 
indicates that it was filed after the expiration 
of the limit. 


Getting RKendy te Leave. 


President Flad was busily engaged all morn- 
ing cleaning out his desk and separating the 
private from the publie papers. He was in- 
terrupted by a POST-DISPATCH reporter with 


an inguiry concerning news from Washing- 
ton. He said he had not re- 
ceivea 4 word, but felt satisfied 
his commission would be forwarded alter the 
next session of the Senate. ‘‘In the mean- 
time,’’ he added, ‘‘I will get matters in shape 
to bid this old desk, which has been my com- 
panionfor thirteen years, a fond and affec- 
tionate adieu.’’

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A BOY LOVER'S TRIALS. 


A CASE IN WHICH THE COURSE OF TRUE 
LOVE HAS NOT RUN SMOOTHLY- 


Iateresting Story of the Faithfulness of a 
Youth Who for Three Years Has Woeed 
a Yeung Lady in Spite of Bis Father's 
Vigerous Opposition—An Unwilling Lit- 
igant. 


E. H. Voepel is a bright young drug clerk, 
20 years of age, employed at the Grand avenue 
and Olive street pharmacy. Voepel is a tall 
young man of rather slender bulid, with 
clear cut and pronounced featuresand wavy 
brown hair which he brushes back over & 
high forehead. Voepe!l has had «a peck of 
troubles, but always seems in good spirits. 
Yesterday papers were drawn up by Law- 
yer L. V. Steber for an appeal to be 
taken in the Circuit Court from the decision of 
Justice Enrmann ia the case of E. H. Voepel 
by bis father; Jonbn Voepel, against Miss 
Louise Schpoeter. The appeal is being osten- 
sibly taken by E. H. Voepel, but he says the 
proceedings have been instituted without his 
consent, and, in fact, against his wishes. The 
case is merely the culmination of a long 
series of troubles for young Voepel, and the 
following is the story in the case, as told to & 
POST-DISPATCH reporter by him: 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

‘‘Thave kept company with Miss Schroeter 
for about three vears.. My parents insisted 
that I snould cease my calis at her house, but 
Irefused, andevery night we would havea 
discussion ending in hot words, and finally 
one night in August, 1888, my father struck me 
and ordered me to leave the house. He told 
methatI must look out for myself... Afew 
days before thatthe young lady had written 
me a note telling me that if my parents did 
not treat me right at home, to come to their 
house and board. Her parents had 
no objection and) [ moved over 
there shortly afterwards. I did 


not speak to my father for about three 
months, but one day he came to me and yore 
ogized for striking me. Then the young iad 
wrote a note to my parents, telling them thas 
folks who would treat a son the way they had 
treated me did not have good sense. 

‘*‘l was now in my senior year at coliege. I 
had succeeded in earning enougn money dur- 
ing my vacation and at odd times to pay wy 
expenses in college and my board. About 
two months before I graduated I figured up, 
and thinking that had enough mone 
to take me throngh college I quit 
work. I did not happen to think that my 
graduating fee would cost me $10, and when I 
discovered that I would run short about that 
amount, Il asked my fatber tolend me the 
money. He refused todo soand the young 
lady, finding out the state of affairs, lent it to 
ni 


e. 

‘*Finally I graduated and wentto work. I 
secured a place in a drug store, and my father 
finding out where I was came and 

COLLECTED MY SALARY 

leaving me barely enough to pay my board, 
The man for whomlwas working did nos 
like this way of doing business so he dis- 
charged me. Soon 1 secured another place 
with exactly the same results. I had to 
scrimp and save what little Il hadto keep me 
from atarving, and finally I gota place at Dr. 
Ponny’s drag-store at Twenty-first street and 
Market. I did not let my father know where 
I was and was able to collect my first 
month’s wages, $50, thus enabling me to 
pay my board-bill and placing me 
on my feet again. One day my 
father found out where I was and came to the 
store. Hehbad a talk with Mr. Penny and Il 
was discharge’. He also gave a written no- 
tice to Mr. Penny not to pay me any money 
because l was under age. I looked around 
and finally got a place on Chouteau avenue 
and ‘I wenty-second street. My father found 
out I was working thereand told the man 
who employed me that he must pay 
bim all my salary with the exception 
of just enough to pay my board. He didn’t 
want to let me bave car fare so that! could 
call and see the young ladv,but I used to walk 
over once in a while and see her just the 
same. My employer gota bad impression of 
meand thought there was something wrong 
aboutme. On New Year’s day of 1889, my 
father cametothe store and again tried to 

ersuade me to break with the young lady, 
but [refused. The man who employed me

he was having over my wages, and so he let 
mego. Then I went back tosee Dr. Penny 
and asked him to inquire iIntothe state of 
affairs. Iwas getting very despondent and 
didn’t know whattodo. I was ina bad fix. 
Finally I went to see Jobn A. Talty, an at- 
torney, and told him all about my troubles. 
He told methatas my father had toid me to 
leave his house and had refused me any sup- 
port, andas he had not contributed to my 
support, he had noclaim onme an d no 
right to collect one cent of my wages. 

**Then I went to see Mr. Penny. He gaid he 
had inguired into the factsin mycase and 
would take ine back. I wasaliright then. I 
could get > money and was free from mo- 
lestation. y father came tosee Mr. Penny, 
put got no satisfaction out of him. I was very 
fond of the young lady who bad helped me so 
much, and when I gotmy wages I thonugnt I 
would show her how thankful I was. I boughs 
her a gold watch and chain, some diamond 
collar buttons andan elegant umbrella. We 
xot along nicely and I was not troubled by 
any oneunti! one day in May Mr. Penny 
showed mea copy ofa paperin which was aa 
announcement thatl had 

RAN AWAY WITH A RED- HEADED GIRL, 
and asl was under age my father notified the 
authorities notto issue a marriage license to 
me. I wasin the city all the time and I gos 
the papers to publish my denial of the story. 
Last November my mother became ill aad I 
went to the house tosee her. The young lady 
did not like it and we had aspat in eonse- 
quence, but In about a week I gota letter 
irom her asking e to come and see her 
again. We then made up our little difference. 
On March 12 my mother died. I went tothe 
nouse and assisted in the preparations 
for the funeral. Then 1 went back to where I 
was stopping and asked the girl to put some 
crape on my hat. She objected and said she 
didn’t think it wag necessary for me to go in 
mourning for her after the way Il had been 
treated. Then I said I was going to purchase 
some flowers for my mother. She said some 
it which did not like, 
got up and left 
the house without saying a word... I¢ 
made me very an , and I wrote hera letter 
saying that leent ber back the presents and 
asked her to return wine. I was at my 
father’s thea, and when & messenger came 
and brought back the package which I had 
sent he saw it and asked me what was in is, 
I told him and he said that he would 
GET BACK MY THINGS 
for meas he didn’t want ber to have a thing 
belonging tome. He said he would send a 
constable. I told him I didn’t want to have 
any trouble over them, but he said be wouid 
attendtoit. He sent Constable Sommers to 
her house, but she refused he up the pres- 
ents.

Headed by Vapt. Oscar Weisner, the pipemen 
of Engine .Co. No. 42 rushed into] the 
second story and directed their streams 
on the flames. S&carcely had they got 


to work when the floor gave way andthe five 
firemen were piled amid blazing timbers in 
the basement. It did not seem possibie that 
they could escape alive, but ingtantly six 
streams of water were turned into the debris 
and the work of rescue began. As s00n as 
the flames were beaten back the imprisoned 
men were dragged into the street. Capt. 
Weisner was severely burned about the head 
and neck end Pipeman Charlies Heine burned 
about the hip. Wm. Callaghan was insensibie 
from a blow on the head and itis thought in- 
ternally injured. The other two escaped with 
but slight injuries. 


Rochester’s Big Blaze. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 25,—John G. Wag- 
ner’s five-story block, Nos. 73 to 79 South St. 
Paul street, were destroyed by fire early this 
morning. Loss on building,$50,000. Weaver, 


Thomas & Kirk, fine shoe manufacturers, 
occupied the entire five floors. in the south 
end ofthe block. The entire stock of finished 
goods and material and machinery was valued 
at $80,000. The company hold insurance of 
£40,000, and $17,000 on the machinery. Lang- 
siow, Fowler & Co. , leather, plush and carpet 
manufacturers, occtpied the upper five 
stories in the middie of the block, Their 
stock was valued at $50,000. Milton H. Smith’s 
printing office was damaged $2,500. The. fire 
started inthe roof and when discovered was 
small. A brisk wind drove the flames down 
tothe basement, and ingide of 10 minutes 
sheets of fames and dense volumes of black 
sinoke poured out from dozens of windows 
on the east, west and south sides of the build- 
ing, and five minutes later the east walis of 
the great five-story structure fell out. A 
moment later the south walifell. Noonewas 
hurt. The new Osborn House was directly 
opposite the burning building and soon the 
window casing of the hotel was on fire. The 
guests were awakened and soon began to run 
down stairs in all degrees of dress and un- 
dress, some with their clothing in their arms 
and others dragging their trunks and satch- 
els. The peoplein the Windsor and pneigh- 
boring hotels ran out and swelled the crowds 
on St. Pauli street. The damage to the Us- 
born House is estimated at $3,000. 


Firebugs at Work. 


TONAWANDA, N. Y., April23.—Fire was dis- 
covered in the yard of the Tonawanda Lumber 
Co. about 11:20 last night. At midnight an- 
other fire broke out in the yardsof A. M. 
Dodge & Co., in anotherquarter of the town. 


Both were subdued aftera hard fight. Con- 
siderable excitement was caused by the dis- 
covery that the wires of the fire-alarm system 
had been cut in several places, and it is the 
general opinion thatit was a deliberate plot 
to burn the town. he Lumbermen’s Asso- 
ciation will hold a meeting to-night anda re- 
ward will probably be offered for the detec- 
tion ofthe incendiaries. Theloss of the Ton- 
awanda Lumber Co. will reacb $3,000 and that 
of A. M. Dodge & Co. $1,500. The loss‘is fully 
covered by insurance.

Thirty- 
three houses were destroyed and two lives 
said to have been lost. The victims are given 
as John Dorch and an unknowns man.

TERRORIZING CUBA. 


A Band of Black Bandits Operating Under 
Calixto Maceo, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpAaTCH. 

NEw YorK, April 28.—Under date of April 
16, the Herald to-day prints the following cor- 
respondence from Havana: 

After several months of comparative tran- 
quility asto bandits, kidnapers and black- 
mailers, the people have jifst been startled 
by the unexpected announcement of the sud- 
den appearance in-the eastern part of Cuba 


oe | party of about thirty or 
more colored men, well armed and 
mounted, undercommand of Calixto Maceo, 
one of the black chiefs in the past 
insurrection who won for himself creat fame 
as an astute and gallant leader: This party, 
at timesin band and at otbers divided into 
groups of fiveto eight men, have attacked 
and plundered all the establishments on the 
roads.and in the smalier towns and ransomed 
heavily the owners of all the sugar and coffee 
plantations they could get hoid of, wounding 
and murdering several persons who refused 
to yield to their onerous pretensions. In the 
first encounter they had with the forces sent 
againstthem they succeeded, after Killing 
three civil guards and without loss on their 
side, in making good their escape into the 
mountains, where it is almost impossible to 
pursue them. I have since heard that, 
despite the large pumber of soldiers, 
civil guards and volunteers sent out to 
capture them and who had occupied the prin- 
eipal passes, and thought they had secured 
them, they soon reappeared in distant lucali- 
ties on the other side. All the trains that 
lately arrivea at St. Jago De Cubacame in 
crowded with country people, seeking for a 
refuge in the town against the exactions and 
crueities committed by the men belonging to 
this band, whose number is saia to be daily 
increasing in such proportions that a Havana 
paper bas already insinuated that instead of a 
party of bandits, risen with the object of 
plundering the country, it might not be im- 
possible it were the commencement of a 
war of races that has just been initiated by 
the Cuban negroes.

Probability That St. Louis Will Escape Seri- 
ous Strikes—The Motive of the Demon- 
stration and Preparations for It—Hours 
and Wages in the Building Trades—tThe 
Slaters’ and Roofers’ Demand, 


May lis the day set by the American Feder- 
ation of Labor for a demonstration by all af- 
fillated organizations in favor of the: eight- 
hour work day. Inallthe cities of the coun- 
try strikes are feared by employers of labor, 
andthe building trades it is thonght will be 
most affected. What will be the result of the 
demonstration here cannot be told. Though 
there remains but one week until the date of 
the demonstration, no person connected 
withthe labor organizations of the city nor 
employer of labor can give any ideaof the 
consequences. There has not been thus far 
any friction and but few demanés for increase 
of pay, though all trades are ready to demand 
eight hours. 

USUALLY THE DEMANDS 
ofthe men andthe ultimatum of employers 
if there are 
to be differences and strikes their heads are 
not apparent now. 

Carpenters of St. Louis in arecent meeting 
decided not to accept less than 35 cents per 
bour &nd to work only eight hours a day. 
But few bossee have refused to concede this, 
and members of the unions do not anticipate 
a strike. In all other divisions 
of building eight hours is the 
rule, though in the mills 
ten hours’ work each day is required. Mill 
owners say they have received no demands 
from the men and the latter say no plan of 
campaign has been determined upon, if in- 
deed there will be any effort made to reduce 
hours or increase pay. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, has been endeavoring to 
concentrate the effort of the Federation upon 
securing eight nours for the carpenters 


throughout the country, making the one trade 
the educator for all other trades. The car- 
penters’ national organization is particularly 

ood. In many cities the eight-hour day has 

een gained, and the probability of success in 
that trade is greater on > a other.

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CHEF BOHLINGER DISAPPOINTED. 


He Is Thwarted in His Attemptto Secure a 
Divorce,

NEW YORK, April 23.—The Bobiinger divorce 
case, which was reopened last fall and placed 
upon the calendar, came up before Judge 
O’Brien in the Supreme Court, special term, 
yesterday. Jules Bohlinger, who is a well- 
known chef inthis city, segured a divorce, 
Mrs. Bohlinger not appearing in response to 
the summonsand the decree being granted by 


default. Bohlinger then married again. Mrs. 
Bohlinger, who was living in Phiiadelpatia, 
bad the case reopened, claiming that she had 
never been served with any papers in the 
case and furthermore. that she had 
never made confession of infidelity, 
as the complaint stated she had. 
Mrs. Bohlinger was in court yesterday with 
the child that Boblinger claims is illegitimate. 
Three witnesses testified that Mrs. Bohlinger 
had confessed to them thatshe had been un- 
true. Bohlinger swore that the child in court 
was not his. He admitted, however, visiting 
his wife after the birth of this child and tak- 
ing her out. Boblinger’s counsel asked to be 
allowed to ask his client some questions fre- 
garding the alleged confession. Judge O’Brien 
replied: 

‘*Counsellor, if you have not other evidence 
of the alleged confession, you might as well 
stop now. Iwould never grant a decree un- 
der such circumstances.’’
